EXPKRIBSCE WITH OsAQE ORANQE.—"S." 


a correspondent of the Prairie Farmer, 
writes to that paper concerning the Osage 
Orange, aa follows: 


It has been longer than I intended writ- 


ing to you, and feeling much like returning 
some of the kindness I receive in getting 
your paper, I willingly do what 1 can. 


I see some one inquires for information 


aa to growing the osage orange. I will 
give my plan, after six years' experience, 
viz: Some t^u days after corn is planted 
I put the seed in a tub and cover with luke- 
warm water, set it in some warm place from 
three to six days without changing the wa- 
ter, and watch the seed after they have 
soaked two or three days, and then when I 
see the sprout swelling almost enough to 
break the hull, (which it will not do until it 
doubles ita aizej then pour off the water 
and mix as much, fine, clean sand as will 
keep the seed from sticking together when 
S 


lanting, so ns to enable tho dropper to 
istiibnte them easily, andsel them in some 


warm, moist place—an old hot-bed frame 
or some such place—where they will get the 
sun heat and not dry too much, taking care 
not to neglect wetting them every evening 
w th warmish water, where they often re- 
main a week or more before the sprouts all 
push, or the longest get more than half an 
inch long. Then, if the ground is in good 
order, put them in, and cover fully one inch 
deep in any heavy soil, and two inches in a 
light sandy soil. Should the ground be 
very dry, it is the safest plan to pour water 
into the trenches before the seed arp drop- 
ed—enough to soak the dirt well Jhat c-oraes 
in contact with the seed. 


The seed will lay in the ground all win- 


ter and come up next ynar; but with me 
they never do well, as our ground is of too 
clayey a nature. I find it no u?c to plant 
them until the ground gets warm—say after 
com is all up. 


I think well of the osage orangp for a 


hedge plant, but it must be trimmed every 
year, (as any other hedge,) and when the 
fence in as high as wanted, it should be us 
wirte as high. No plant now known can 
surpass it.

Half pound of sugar. 
Half pound of butter. 
Haifa pound of flour. 
Flavor with cinnamon. 


<'HOCOLATE CUSTARD. 


Haifa pound of chocalate. 
One quart of milk. 
Two eggs. 
One cup of sugar. 
Orate the chocolate, nnd stir into the 


milk when nearly boiling. When it begins 
to thicken, add the eggs and sugar. Let 
it boil a few moments, constantly stirring it. 


DOMESTIC GIXOER BEER,—Two gallons 


of ginger beer may be made aa follows: 


Put two gallons of cold water into a pot 


upon the fire; add to it two ounces of gin- 
fier, and two pounds of white or brown su- 
gar. 
Let all this come to a boil, and con- 


tinue boiling half an hour. Then skim the 
liquor, and pour it into a jar or tub, along 
with one sliced lemon, and half nn ounce of 
crcum of tartar. When nearly cold, put in 
a teacupful of yenst, to cause the liquor to 
work. The beer is now made ; and after it 
has worked for two days, strain and bottle 
it for use. Tie the corka down firmly. 


YOUTHFUL DEPRAVITY. — An incident, 


rather S3rious in character, occurred about 
noon to-day, in the vicinity of our office, il- 
lustrating a most disgusting condition of 
little humanity. A small Irish lad of about 
eight years, was engaged in play or fishing,

EXPERIENCE WITH OSAGE ORANGE.—'I 


a :correspondent of the "Prairie Farmer, 
writes to that paper concerning the Osage 
Orange, as follows: 
.. 
' 


; It has been longer than I. intended "writ- 
ing to you, and :feeliag--rnuch. like, returning 
some of the kindness I receireumgeHing 
your paper, I. willingly do, what I-can."; 


I see some .one inquires, for information 


as to. growing the osage orange. .1 will 
give my plan, .after six years'. experience, 
viz: Some t^n days.after cor.n/is planted 
I.pb't the seed in a,tub and cayer.with.luker 
warm water, set. it in some..warmi place from 
three to six days without qhanging the .wa- 
ter, arid watch the. seed'.after/they,'nave 
soaked two or. three :day.s/and then when I 
see" the sprout swelling almost enough to 
break the hull, (which:it .will n9t .da.until it 
doubles its'size,), then.pour off .the .water 
and mix as much fine, clean sand as will 
keep the seed from sticking together when 
planting, .so as to enable the .dropper to 
distribute'them easily, and set them in.some 
warm, moist place—an old hot-bed frame 
or some such place—where they will get the 
sun heat and.not dry too muchrtaking care 
not to, neglect wetting them every evening, 
w'.th warmish water,, where they .often re- 
main a week or more before the sprouts all 
push, or the longest get more than half an 
inch long. . Then, if the ground is in good 
order, put them in, and cover fully one inch 
deep in any heavy soil, and two inches in a 
light sandy soil. Should the ground be 
very dry, it is the safest plan to pour water 
into the trenches before the seed are drop- 
ed—enough .to soak the dirt well .that comes 
in contact with the seed. 
..',.'."" 


The seed will lay in the ground all win' 


ter and come up next year; but with me 
they never do well, as our ground is of too 
clayey a nature. I find it no use to plant, 
them until the ground gets warm—say after 
corn is all up. 


I think well of the osage orange for a 


hedge plant, but it must be trimmed every 
year, (as any other hedge,) and when the 
fence is as high as wanted, it should be as 
wide as high. No plant now known can 
surpass it.

Half pound ofsugar. 
Half pound of batter. 
Haifa pound of flour.

CHOCOLATE CUSTARD. 


Haifa pound of chocalate. 
One quart of milk. 
Two eggs. 
One cup ofsugar. 
Grate the chocolate, and stir into the 


milk when nearly boiling. .When it begins 
to thicken, add the' eggs and sugar. Let 
it boil a few. moments, constantly stirring it. 


DOMESTIC GINGER BEEK.:—Two gallons 


of ginger beer may be made as follows : 


Put two gallons of cold water into a pot 


upon the fire ; -add to it two ounces "of gin- 
eer, and two pounds of white or brown su- 
gar. 
Let all this come to a boil, and con- 


tinue boiling half an hour. Then skim the: 
liquor, and pour it into ajar or tub, along 
with one sliced lemon, and half an ounce of 
cream of tartar. When nearly cold, put in 
a teacupful of yeast/to cause the liquor to 
work. The beer is now made ; and after it 
has worked for. two days, strain and bottle 
it for use. Tie the corks.down firmly.

I put the seed in a tab and cover with luke- 
warm water, set it in some warm place from 
three to fcix days 'without changing the "wa- 
ter, and watch the seed /after they have 
soaked two or three daySj and then ivhen I 
see the sprout swelling almost enough to 
break the hull, (which "it will, not dp until it 
doubles its -size,) then "pour off the water 
and mix as rnuuh fine, clean sand -as will 
keep the seed from sticking together when 
planting, so as to enable." the 'dropper to 
distribute them easily, aud set them in some 
warm, moist .place — an old hot-bed frame 
or some such place — where they will get the 
sun heat and not dry too much, taking care 
not to neglect wetting them every evening 
w'.th warmish water, whera they" often re- 
main a week or more before the "sprouts all 
push, or the longest-get more than half an 
inch long. Then, .if .the" ground is in good 
order, .put them in, and coyer fully one inch 
deep in any heavy soil, and two Inches in a 
light sandy soil. Should the ground be 
very dry, it is the safest plan to pour water 
into the trenches before the seed are drop- 
ed — enough to soak the dirt well that comes 
in contact with the seed. 


The seed will lay in the ground all. win- 


ter and come up next year ; but with me 
they never do well, as our ground. is of too 
clayey a nature. I find it no use' to plant 
them until the ground gets warm — say after' 
corn is all up. 


I think well of the osage orange- for a 


hedge plant, but it- must be trimmed every 
year, (as any other hedge,) ..and when the 
fence is as high as wanted, it should "be as 
wide as high. No plant now' known "can 
surpass it.

there "been so general an abandonment of 
the democratic party by its old and tried 
supporters.

Folitical Intolerance. 


We caunot all think alike in .politics.

The other day, the re- 
publicans of Occaquau, Va., raised a liberty 
pole and planted it upon the soil of the Old 
Dominion.

-In 
order"that" they might overawe the freemen 
who had erected it, they came out in inilita- 
rv array with guns and swords. The ac- 
count further says, that they formed around 
the offending liberty pole, in a hollow square, 
and at tfio word of command a stalwart 
yoeman .named named Jackson gave the 
first blow, which was followed by otheas un- 
til the.'offending emblem of freedom lay 
upon .the'ground. These were men who 
are crazed with political intolerance. . They 
had none of the qualities of ancient Virgin- 
ian gentlemen, like Jefferson, who declared 
that even error could be tolerated where 
truth was left free to combat it. There 
may have been " chivalry,1' in the olden 
time, in that state, but in ..these days their 
places are occupied by an ignoble race.—• 
They/ecu' inanimate things like flags and 
poles, which spread terror among them. 
They play the craven before the bellowings 
of a cow,-which " frights their souls," as 
visions of John Brown float iirtheir imagi- 
nations. They are filled with the fanali" 
eism of fear—hence their acts of folly. 
One would suppose that such political big- 
otry would be condemned by every northern 
democrat, but it is not so—we have seen in 
a leading northern democratic paper, the 
Chicago Herald, a denunciation of the Vir- 
ginia republicans for daring to express their 
political preferences in this manner.

therefore veto this bill—take it back. This 
bill could not be now passed except two- 
thirds";of each house voted for it, and pass- 
ed it, the governor's veto to the contrary 
notwithstanding. 


Suppose the house consisting of 25 mem- 


bers, had .passed the bill. unanimously and 
sent it to the senate. The senate consisted 
of 13 members^ consequently it was neces- 
sary nine should vote for the bill, to pass it 
over the g.overnor's veto. Five of them re- 
fusing to'vote, the bill conld not become a 
law. Thus six men, five in the senate, and 
the governor, .can rule the .whole territory. 
Is that allowing squatters to do just as they 
please?. . Such a principle is a fallacy, and 
is not believed by any one. 


ICE CREAM AND CAKUS.—The following, 


which we find in the Country Gentleman, 
is said to be an excellent receipt for making 
ice cream : 


One quart good sweet cream, two quarts 


new milk, two tea-spoonfuls arrow-root mix- 
ed with two of good butter, one and a half 
pounds white sugar, and the yolk of live 
eggs well beaten up. 


Boil the milk, and stir iu the mixture of 


arrow-root and butter, and as soon as that 
boils, set it off and stir in the butter and 
eggs, and let it cool. Then stir the cream 
in, and flavor it with manilla, lemon, or 
what else best suits the taste, and then, 
freeze. 


The whites of eggs not used in the ice- 


cream, will help to make a very nice cake 
to eat with it, called "silver" or "lady" 
cake. Half a pound of sugar, six ounces 
flour, three ounces butter, whites of five or 
seven eggs, well beaten, and flavored with 
extract bitter almond.

At no former prc->idi«titial election has 


there been so general an abandon merit of 
the democratic party by its old and tried 
supporters. Every day brings us news that 
they are coming over lo the republicans in 
large numbers.

The Marion (Ohio) Republican s&js: 


\\'a hear of changes all over the country in 
favor of Lincoln and Hamlin. 
Men who 


never voted anything else but a democratic 
ticket, now announce their intention to sup- 
port the republican nominees. They are 
tired of the corruptions and profligacy of 
the present administration, and five deter- 
mined to have a change—a real change, 
ati'l not a perpetuation of the same policy 
under different managers, such as the elec- 
tion of Douglas would secure. 


Mr. T. S. Baker, an old and prominent 


democrat of Morenci, Lenawee Co., Mich., 
has deserted the slave party nnd given in 
his adhesion to Lincoln. He gives hi.-} rea- 
SOUH for his course in an excellent letter to 
the Adrian Expositor. The Expositor says 
that there is a number of other democrats 
in Mormici who have become disgusted with 
Ihe party and left it.

We caunot all think alike in politics. 


3 ur minds are so diversely constituted that 
uniformity1 of sentiment is impossible. Yet 
we find, occasionally, specimens of political 
ntolernnce in this country, which would 
lisgrace savages. Tho other day, the re- 
(ublicans of Occaquun, Va., raised a liberty 
>o5e and planted it upon the soil of the Old 
dominion. The democrats of tbat region 
mmedtately rallied and cut it down. In 
rder that they might overawe the freemen 
who had erected it. they caine out in tnilita- 
rv array with gunn and sword?. The ac- 
count further says, Hurt they formed around 
he offending liberty pole, in a hollow square, 
,nd at tno word of command a stalwart 
•oo m an named named Jackson gave the 
iret blow, which was followed by otheas un- 
il the offending emblem of freedom lay 
upon the ground. These were men who 
are crazed with political intolerance. They 
lad none of the qualities of ancient Virgin- 
an gentlemen, like Jefferson, who declared 
hat even error couM be tolerated where 
ruth was (eft free to combat it. There 
may have been "chivalry," in the olden 
itne, in that state, but in these days their 
daces nre occupied by an ignoble wee, — 
rhey fear inanimate things like flags and 
>oles, which spread terror among them. 
They play the craven before the bellowings 


if a cow, which '; frights their souls," as 
visions of John Brown float in their itnagi- 
talion.s. They are filled with the fanali' 
ism of fear — hence their acts of foil}-. 
One would suppose that such political big- 
try would be condemned by every northern 
iomocrat, but it is not so — we have seen in 


leading northern democratic paper, the 


Chicago Herald, a denunciation of the Vir- 
ginia republicans for daring to express their 
wlitical preferences in this manner. 
The 


will is manifested, in such intolerance, if it 
iad the power, to put down the freedom of 
speech, every where, by force. 


There has been a specimen of political 


ntolerauce in Wisconsin, which, though not 
so violent as tbat manifested in Virginia* 
>artakes of the saute spirit. There is a 
Jerinan paper called the Nord Stern, pub- 
iahed at La Crosse. It has heretofore, 
supported the nominees of the democratic 
party. Recently, the editor became coa- 
vinced that it was his duty to come out for 
Lincoln and Hamlin, and since it has'raised 
their names at the bead of its columns, it 
ms been the subject of numerous petty per- 
secutions, which indicate that the democra- 
cy of Wisconsin are as intolerant nnd big- 
oted ai that of Virginia. In order that 
they might exhibit their spite, a number of 
hem, headed by the mayor of the city, 
stopped their paper. 
There next appeared, 


Gertdati manifesto denouncing it, and 


signed by eighty names. Of this number, 
he Republican says, forty-three never took 
ho. paper; twelve do not reside in the city; 
one is a woman and two are boys. The 
malignity of the'persecutors of the Abrd 
Stern incited a number of men and boys to 
get up a procession, conveying a box or cof 
in through the street by the office of that 
paper. They then proceeded to the bank 
of the Mississippi and threw the emblem of 
their malice into the river. All this was 
done because a man exercised the right to 
express his political preferences freely and 
publicly. 


Now, we do not say that all democrats 


are thus intolerant, on the contrary, we 
mow many noble exceptions to this rule ; 
but the exhibition of this temper, especially 
at tbe south, is marking that party, as a 
whole, with an odious illiberality which will 
drive from its ranks all men of generous 
spirit.

THE SLAVE TRADE.— The New York 


Evening Post has a list of eighty five ves- 
sels which have been engaged in the slave 
irade, from Ffebuary 1859 to July Ifith, 
18GO. It gives a short biography of each 
vessel. The slave trade is now fairly open- 
ed; New York is the head quarters of the 
trade, where vessels nre owned and fitted 
out. The absorption ofao many vessels into 
this trade seriously interferes with the com- 
merce of New York. All this is done open- 
ly, under the patronixi ng eye of Mr. Bu- 
chanan. The Post says that the revival of 
tbe slave trade is the only measure which 
the President has originated and successful- 
ly carried out. Mr. Jefferson said that this 
trade was the opprobrium of infidel powers; 
and the " old public functionary !l professes 
to be very pious and to rely upon Divine 
Providence to aid him in his undertakings. 


MORE MYSTERY — TUB OTTUMWA TRAU- 


IDT. — The dead body of George Lawrence, 
who seduced the young lady Laura J. Har- 
vey, from. Rockford, III., and was 
sup- 


posed to Ijnve murdered her, she having 
been found murdered some four months 
since, was discovered in a ravine near Ot- 
tumwa several daya ago. 
He had evidently 


been murdered, there being a hole in his 
skull. The body wa,s identified as that of 
Lawrence by ihe clothes. There is now 
but little doubt that McCorab, the compan- 
ion of Lawrence, murdered both him and 
Miss Harvey, the motive being to get pos- 
session of Lawrence's money, of which he 
had quite an amount. McComb is still at 
large. The party, it will bo remembered, 
were on their way through Iowa in n wagon 
en route for Pike's Peak. 


Tbe Mayor of Ottumwa offers a reward of 


$1300 for the arrest of McComb, aud de- 
scribes him as being 25 or 30 years old a 
feet 7 or 8 inches in hight, heavy black 
beard and hair slightly interspersed with 
gray, and looking very much like an Indian. 


A southern paper expresses tbe con- 


fident belief that in tbe event of Mr, Lin- 
coln's election, no man will dare to accept 
office under him in any slave-holding state. 
To which Prentice replies : 


'' We should regret exceedingly to sea 


Lincoln elected, but, sooner than let all the 
offiwa in Louiaville remain vacant, we 
would take a few of them ourselves — if only 
to show we were not afraid.'1 


A democratic paper printed at Ne- 


braska City contains a notice offering a re- 
ward of $1,000 for the return of runaway 
slaves.

Non-intervention. 


In bis very able speech nt St. Louis, on 


the 2lst inst., Hon. Lytnan Trumbull made 
the following remarks on "non-intervention:" 


Some democrats say the constitution pro- 


rides that slavery can be carried into alt the 
the territories, and aro in favor of Ihe gov 
eminent protecting it there. Then there 
are others not exactly in favor of that, nor 
exactly opposed to it, but for non-interven- 
tion ; in favor of letting the people of the 
territories do as they please, and ask, is it 
not right 1 And many a mat) baa been mis- 
led by the fallacy of such argument, while 
nut one man in America, from Donglna 
down, or from Douglas up, is for non-inter- 
vention. They don't believe it, 
They fjll 


intervene, They say they nre for self-gov 
ernment. They clnim for the people of the 
territories the right to govern Ihemsnlv 
and to have slavery if they want it, anil that 
governing themselves is the right to njake 
a slave ot somebody else. [Laughter.) A 
few weeks ago I met a zealous non-interven- 
tioqtst in Ohio, I said, my good friend, you 
are in favor of letting the people of a terri- 
tory do as they please 1 He. said yes. I 
said, if the people of the territory were in 
favor of renewing the African slave trade, 
would you go for it? He said yes. 
I ask- 


ed himjf he was in favor of enforcing tbe 
fugitive slave law in the territories? He 
iaid yea. Ah, laid ], you are in fkyor of the 
intervention, are you? 
[Loud laughter.] 
1 told him he should not intervene, but let 
the squatters bave runaway niggers if they 
wanted them. [Laughter.] 
| read to him the clause in the Kansas- 


Nebraska act, which gave the President tbe 
power to appoint a governor to rule over 
Kansas, and inquired if the privilege of 
submitting to be governed by sotqe one else 
wo* what, be called self-government 1 I 
then read another clause, by which judges 
were to be appointed by the President to 
pass on the rights, lives and liberties of tbe 
people of the territory, and inquired if that 
wa* leaving them to do as they pleased ? 
My friend said he did oot mean non-inter- 
vention, except on the subject of slavery. 
Perhaps some democrat here thinks t 
same—that he ia a Kansas-Nebraska bill 
man, and honestly thinks.there is no inter 
ferenoe by that got, with the right of the 
territorial legislature to do as it pleases on 
the subject of slavery; but he should re- 
member that bill gives to the governor the 
veto power. Is that allowing the people 
the power to-gorern themselves T It has 
provided that they shall elect a legislator? 


to make' and providesjtbeir own laws, that 
that legislature is to bo paid out of our mon- 
ey. What kind of non-intervention is that ? 
Ihe legislature of Kansas passed H bill that 
slavery should be excluded from Kaunas, 
and a man from Ohio—Mr. Mcdary—an ap- 
pointed governor (over the people of Kan- 
sas, who wore to do aa they pleased, yet ev- 
ery bill was made subject to bin approval) 
was presented with this bill. He looked at 
it, and then turned to the Kansas-Nebraska 
act, and read that clause that stated that 
every bill passing the legislature should be 
sent to the governor for nis approval, and 
if he approved it, it should become a law, 
if he should not approve, it does not be- 
come a law, but is sent back. What is this 
clause for? says Gov. Medary. What did 
they insert it in this bill fur? 
Did they not 


do it to prevent you from doing just as you 
please, I am here to prevent you from doing 
as you please unless you please me, and I 
therefore veto this bill—take it back. This 
bill could not be now passed except two- 
thirds of each house voted for it, and pass- 
ed it, the governor's veto to the contrary 
notwithstanding. 


Suppose the house consisting of 25 mem- 


bers, had passed the bill unanimously and 
sent it to tUe senate. 
The senate consisted 


of 13 members, consequently it was neces- 
sary nine should vote for the bill, to pass it 
over the governor's veto. Five of them re- 
fusing to vote, f he bill could not become B 
law. Thus six men, five in the seimte, and 
the governor, can rule the whole territory. 
Is that allowing fquatters to do just as they 
please? 
Such a principle is a fallacy, and 


is not believed by any onr.

persons, over 20 years of age, unable to 
read or write, there were 389,664 males and 
573,284 females. 
Of these, Massachusetts 


hud proportionally the least, and Louisiana 
tt:egreatest number. These statistical facts, 
which might be largely increased, should 
surprise no one, when it is considered that 
in New England much attention has been 
grven by the state governments and munici- 
pal corporations to .common school instruc- 
tion, and by the southern states compara- 
tively none I 


It was shown by the Hon. Horace llann, 


that by the canvass of 1S40, there were in 
the United States at least 175,000 legal vo- 
ters unable to read or write. Though the 
practice of what is familiarly called " stump 
speaking" is one which I fully approve, the 
fnct is at the same time quite humiliating, 
t!mt the practice originated in the voter's 
incapacity to read I Are these Ignorant or 
unlettered voters qualified to discharge the 
important duties of freemen ? Far from it. 
It is much to be regretted that such fads 
yet stare us in the face. 


Should any one be in doubt as to the 


benefits of education, or the advantage of 
free schools, he has only to contrast the 
United States with Spain,—or, to come 
nearer home, with Mexico. 
That country, 


like ours, has broken away from the fetters 
of colonial bondage: and yet it is only 
nominally a republic. Previous to the war 
between this country and Mexico, at least 
six-sevenths of the population of the latter

ICE CREAM AND CASKS.—The following, 


which we find in the Country Gentleman, 
is said to be an excelient receipt for making 
ice cream: 


One quart good sweet cream, two quarts 


new milk, two tea-spoonfuls arrow-root mix- 
ed with two of good butter, one and a half 
pounds white sugar, aud the yolk of five 
eggs well beaten up. 


Boil the milk, and stir in the mixture of 


arrow-root and butter, and as soon as that 
boils, set it oft' and stir in the butter and 
eggs, and let.'it cool. Then stir the cream 
in, and flavor it with manilla. lemon, or 
what else best suits the taste, and then 
freeze. 


The whites of eggs not used in the ice- 


cream, will help to make a very nice cake 
to eat with it, called '' silver1' or " lady" 
cake. Half a pound of sugar, six ounces 
flour, three ounces butter, whites of five or 
seven eggs, well beaten, aud flavored with 
extract bitter almond.

Taxation and Bdneatton.-.Xoi ft. 


In a former article I quoted a few words 


of lamentation, from a southern writer 
over the indifference or inattention of th 
people of the south to the system of free 
school education, sustained, as in the nor 
them states, by the taxing power. I wish 
to add here a few facts drawn from a care 
fully prepared statistical table compiled bu 
a few years since. I do this, not for the 
purpose of making any invidious distinction 
between the north and south, but simply to 
get at the truths concerning the great ptib 
lie advantage and utility of the free achoo 
system. 


It was shown that in Virginia there were 


upwards of 08,000 persons over 20 years o! 
age unable to read or write. 
In Connecti- 


cut only 526. In North Carolina over 56,- 
000—in Rhode Island but little more than 
1,000. In Tennessee orer 55,000—in New 
Hampshire but 942 1 From the census re- 
turns of 1850, it was shown that of white 
persons, over 20 years of age, unable to 
rend or write, there were 389,064 males and 
573,284 females. Of these, Massachusetts 
h:id proportionally the least, and Louisiana 
tie greatest Dumber. These statistical facts, 
which might be largely increased, should 
surprise no one, when it ia considered that 
in New England much attention has been 
g.ven by the state governments and munici- 
pal corporations to common school instruc- 
tion, and by the southern states compara- 
tively none I 


It was shown by the Hon. Horace Mann, 


that by the canvass of 1840, there were in 
the United States at least 175,000 legal vo- 
ters unable to read or write. Though the 
practice of what is familiarly called "stump 
speaking" is one which I fully approve, the 
fnct is at the same time quite humiliating, 
t' at the practice originated in the voter's 
.ncapacity to read I Are these Ignorant or 
unlettered voters qualified to discharge the 
important duties of freemen ? Far from it. 
It is much to be regrettc:! that sn^h facts 
yet stare us in the face. 


Should any ono be in doubt as to the 


benefits of education, or the advantage of 
free schools, he has only to contrast the 
United States with Spain,—or, to cotne 
nearer home, with Mexico. 
That country, 


like ours, has broken away from the fetters 
of colonial bondage; and yet it in only 
nominally a republic. Previous to the war 
between this country and Mexico, at least 
.six-sevenths of the population of the latter 
were to all intents and purposes slaves.— 
And the remaining one-seventh were but 
degenerated sons of a degenerated stock. 
There wore iheu fewer people in Mexico 
who cfitild read and write, than there were 
in the United States who could not. Can 
these ignorant, degraded, enslaved people 
sustain republican institutions? Not If 
the "life of humanity is nourished by snc- 
tifices," possibly a better state of things 
may ultimately be brought about in that be- 
nighted region. 


No one CAU fail to see the importance of 


education. Important, because it raises U3 
to that dignified position in the scale of be- 
ing nhich it is our privilege to occupy.— 
Important, because it goes very far towards 
fitting us for the faithful performance of the 
varied duties of life. 
Immensely impor- 


tant, becaube, in connection with moral in- 
tegrity, it furnishes the only sure basis of a 
truly republican government. More tinon.

Taxation aurt Ea«catlon.--^"o. 9. 


"In a-former article I quoted a few words 


of lamentation, from a southern writer, 
over the indifference or inattention of the 
people of the south to the system of free 
school education, sustained, as in the nor- 
thern states, by the taxing power. I wish 
to add here a few facts drawn rrom a care- 
fully prepared statistical table compiled but 
a few years since. I do this, not for the 
purpose of making any invidious distinction 
between the north and south, but simply to 
get at the truths concerning the great pnb- 
lie advantage and utility of the free school 
system. 


It was shown that in Virginia there were 


upwards of 58,000 persons over 20 years of 
»ge unable to read or write. 
In Connecti- 


cut only 526. In North Carolina over 56,- 
000—in Rhode Island but little more than 
1,000. In Tennessee over i55,000—in New 
Hampshire but 942 ! 
Prom the census re- 


turns of 1850, it was shown that of white 
persons, over 20 years of age, unable to 
read or w-rite, there were 389,664 males and 
573,284 females. Of'these, Massachusetts 
had proportionally the least, aud Louisiana 
the greatest number. These statistical facts, 
which might be largely increased, should 
surprise no one, when it is considered that 
in New England much attention has been 
given by the state governments and munici- 
pal corporations to common school instruc- 
tion, and by the southern stales compara- 
tively none ! 


It was shown by the Hon. Horace'Mann. 


that by the canvass of 18-10, there were in 
the United States at least 175.000 l?.<jal vo- 
ters unable to read or write. Though the 
practice of what is familiarly called " stump 
speaking" is one which I fully approve, the 
fact is at the same time quite humiliating, 
that the practice originated in the voter's 
incapacity to read I Are these ignorant or 
unlettered voters qualified to dischsage the 
important duties of freemen ? Far from it. 
Itismuchto.be regretted that such facts 
yet stare us in the face. 


Should any one be in doubt as to the 


benefits of education, or the advantage of 
free schools, he has only to contrast the 
United States with Spain,—or, to come 
nearer home, with Mexico. That country, 
like ours, has broken away from the fetters 
of colonial bondage; and yet it is only 
nominally a republic. Previous to the war 
between thU coantry and Mexico, at least 
six-sevenths of the population of the latter 
were to all intents and purposes slaves.— 
And the remaining one-seventh were but 
degenerated sonn of a degenerated stock. 
There were then fewer people in Mexico 
who could read and write, than there were 
in the United States who could not. Can 
these ignorant, degraded, enslaved people 
sustain republican institutions? No! If 
the " life of humanity is nourished by sac- 
rifices," possibly a better state of things 
may ultimately be brought about in that be- 
nighted region. 


No one cau fail to see the importance of 


education. Important, because it raises us 
to that dignified position in the scale of be-
